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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 32, 33, 35 and 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. In claims 32 and 33 "said first optical component" does not have proper 
antecedent basis. Additionally, it is not clear how the first optical component functions 
when combined with the directional pixels of claim 30 (from which each of these claims 
depends). 

4. In claim 35 "said viewing angle enhancer" does not have proper antecedent 
basis. Also it is not clear how the viewing angle enhancer functions with the directional 
pixels of claim 30 (from which this claim eventually depends). 

5. Claim 39 is rejected as depending from itself. For purposes of examination, it is 
assumed that claim 39 depends from claim 38, however Applicant must correct this. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 18, 21 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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7. Claims 32 and 35 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

9. Claims 14-17, 19, 20, 22, 24-31, 33, 34, and 36-39 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Marz et al. US patent #6,593,904 B1 (Marz). 

1 0. Marz discloses a display comprising fist and second screens each having a 
plurality of pixels (for example, 45 and 46, Figure 9) which overlap. These screens are 
operable to display first and second images from first and second viewing angles 
(column 6 lines 38-41 ). A third plurality of pixels may be used which are operable to 
display a third image (Figure 10). The pixels are interlaced (column 3 lines 34-42). An 
optical component or viewing angle enhancer (film 1 1) is operable to reduce visibility in 
that it reduces or enhances brightness (column 4 lines 35-38). The pixels are 
directional in that they are operable to reduce visibility of an image from a certain 
viewing angle (column 3 lines 34-42). 

Response to Arguments 
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1 1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

12. A new reference has been applied to address the display contemporaneously 
showing one image from one direction while reducing visibility from another direction 
and to show pixels that are interlaced.
